Dr. Friedmann annouriced that his 
serum would henceforth be available 
to the medical world without restric- 
tions or conditiogs.

Gen. Diaz received today a “re- 
quest” from the Mexican government 
at once to the Federal cap- 

al. 

Col, Manvel Vidaurrazaga, secre- 
tary to the Mexican Minister of War, 
arrived here on a special train with 
the invitation, which was virtually an 
order for Diaz to accompany him to 
Mexico City. 

Gen. Diaz did not decide tmmedi- 
ately to comply and no effort was 
made to force him to accept the in- 
vitation. : 

Whether Col. Vidaeurrazaga bore or- 
ders to arrest Gen. Diag was not 
known. Diaz did not deliver a formal 
negative answer to Huerta’s invita- 
tion. 

Huerta’s letter urged Diaz to come 
to the Federal capital immediately 
for his own prestige as well as for 
that of the government. 

It was written in affectionate terme 
and bore ho resemblance to an ofil- 
cial command.

BACON'S VIEWS. 

“The interests of the United States 
in Mexico and Mexican affairs are 
infinitely greater,” sald Senator Ba- 
con, “than the interests of the other 


great powers. The European nations |. 


are principally concerned in the pro- 
tection of material interests wher- 
ever their subjects or citizens in Mex- 
ico have investments or industrial 
enterprises and they naturally desire 
to see them protected. With them it 
is not a vital matter who extends that 
protection. In other words they aré 
so far removed from the influences of 
the particular kind of government 
which may have authority in Mexico 
that that feature is not a matter of 
great vital concern to them. All they 
wish is protection for thelr property, 
subjects and citizens. With us ft is 
a vastly greater and more important 
interest. Our citizens have in the 
first place, more in the way of mate- 
rial interests than all of the other 
foreigners put together. In addition 
we have great interests which a 
neighbor’ nation must have in the 
peace order of Mexico. 
These are immediate interests which 
concern the Mexican situation alone, 
but we have also the further interest 
in the promotion and mainte- 
aance of governments of law in all 
countries on this hemisphere partic- 
ularly those of Latin-America in 
proximity to us. It is of the utmost 
importance that whatever is done in 
Mexico should have a good influence 
on all these other countries on this 
hemisphere in discouraging revotlu- 
tion and disorder and encouraging 
governments of law and order. In 
other words, we should not by recog- 
nizing a government in Mexico found- 
ed on revolution and violence put a 
premium on like methods of violence 
and usurpation of power. 

“The sending of warships by other 
governments is a recognized policy in 
cases of great disorder where thé sub- 
jects or citizens of a country have 
great interests needing protection. fr 
would not dispute the right. under 
ordinary conditions to land marines 
wherever necessary for the protection 
of personal property, but I think it 
would be inadvisable under the pres- 
ent circumstances for them to land 
marines in Mexico, because that 
might lead to unfortunate complica- 
tions. I have no authority to speak 
for any one but myself, but I think 
if the subjects or citizens of any na- 
tion need protection in Mexico, on 
account of which, under ordinary cir- 
cumstances marines would be landed. 
it would be far better to call on the 
United States for whatever protection 
required so that whatever may be ab- 
solutely necessary may be attended 
to by American marines. I say this 
because everyone must recognize that 
in the present delicate situation it is 
extremely important to avoid any- 
thing that would lead to produce the 
slightest conflict or friction between 
the United States and any one of 
these foreign governments.”

Revised Regulations by the 


Treasury Officials. 


Collection of the Money Be- 
gins Saterday. 


Bond Coupons: Affected by 
New Tarif Law. 

(BY A P. NICHT WIRE To THE TOMES) 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—The 
Treasury Department issued tonight 
the finally-revised regulations for de- 
duction of the new income tax at the 
source on interest maturing on bonds, 
notes and similar obligations of cor- 
porations, joint étock companies or 
associations and insurance companies, 
classed by the department under the 
general term of “debtor” for the col- 

lection purposes. 

Because of the short time allowed 
for the Interpretation of the law and 
the issuance of these regulations, 
bringing the date so near November 
1, when the deduction must begin, it 
is temporarily provided that on No- 
vember 1, 1918, and for fifteen days 
thereafter, interest coupons nted 
to a debtor need be accepted only by 
temporary informal certificates. 

A tax of 1 per cent. will be deducted 
at the source, beginning next Satur- 
day, from all income accruing and 
payable to every United States citizen 
residing at home or abroad and to 
every person residing In the United 
States, though not a citizen, which in- 
come may be derived from interest 
upon bonds and mortgages or deeds of 
trust or othes similar obligations, in- 
cluding equipment trust agreements 
and receivers’ certificates of corpora- 
tions, joint stock companies or asso- 
clations and insurance companies, al- 
though such interest does not amount 
to $3000, government obligations be- 
ing excepted. Certificates claim) ex- 
emption may be filed by bondholding 
individuals. 

All persons, firms or corporations 
undertaking for accommodation or for 
& profit the collection of coupons, 
checks or bills of exchange for pay- 
ment of interest or dividends upon 
foreign obligations must obtain 
cense from the internal revenue com- 
missioner and give bond. 

Non-resident foreigners are not sub- 
ject to taxation on Income from inter- 
est-bearing bonds if they furnish 
proper certificates.

AMPTON ROADS (Va.) Oct. 25. 
Bearing the greetings of the 
new world to the old, nine dread- 


rnoughts of the Athantic fleet started 


today on their way from Hampton 
Roads to the Mediterranean.

Ventura County Supervisors Declare 
by Vote Where They Stand on 
Matter of State Highway. 

VENTURA, Oct. 25.—The Board of 
Supervisors yesterday indorsed in a 
set of strong resolugjons the Cénejo 
route through the county originally 
planned by the State Highway Com- 
mission. This road was projected 
straight through the county. coing by 
way of El Rio and Springville and 
Camarillo. At the time it Was adopt- 
ed some months ago the Oxnard peo- 
ple were agreed upon it, fully but 
since then a number of Oxnarders 
have inaugurated a movement to 
have the State road deviated at El 
Rio and thence travel southward to 
a distance of some two miles.

Congregationalists Adopt a 
New Constitution. 


Discard Ancient Document of 
Fifty Years Ago. 


Only One Vote Is Cast. in 
Opposition to Change,

KANSAS CITY (Mo.) Oct. 
Congregationalism, united and ag- 
gressive—as represented in its na- 
tional council, ironed out its difficul-

WILL STAY IN OONTEST. 


Women Voters of Riverside Compli- 
cate Situation by Their Fealty to 
One Man's Candidacy. 
RIVERSIDE, Oct. 26.—With the 
announcemenm tonight of Councilman 
Broadford Morse of his intention to 
stay in the contest for the office of 
Mayor, the circulation of petitions for 
the nomination of Mayor Peters to 
succeed himeelf, and the nominating 
‘petition of former Councilman Oscar 
Ford already filed, interest in the No- 
vember election largely centers in the 
campaign for the highest office in the 
gift of the electors of the city. 

While there are some who heve de- 
cided opinions as to the probable re- 
sult of the interesting three-cornered 
contest, there are more who think 
that at the present time it is “any- 
body's race.” All three candidates 
prominent in the community 
had extended experience in the 
istration of municipal affairs. 

The women voters are taking an 
active part in the campaign, peti- 
tions signed by more than 200 being 
turned in today, appealing to the elec- 
tors for the re-election of the Mayor, 
on the ground of his efforts in the 
matter of the enforcement of the li- 
quor ordinance. 

More or less involved with the 
Mayoralty fight is the movement fe- 
cently launched for the amendment of 
the freeholder charter adopted ‘'n 
1907. A special election will be held 
approximately thirty days following 
the general election to submit to the 
voters amendments presented through 
an initiative petition. These amend- 
ments are concerned for the most part 


with curtailing the powers of the 
Mayor, and with restricting t 
amount fhat may be accumulated in 


publie utilities. 

The Council hag decided that it will 
submit some almendments on its own 
hook, as long as an election ts to be 
ealled for the purpose, and wrestied 
with some of the changes pro 
last night.
